We deckled 
It waa beat to keep continuously on the 
Job and aa the Indians must make 
aome atop to rest and eat we could 
overlap them. When the horses were 
rested, and as we had nothing on band 
to eat to delay us and had had noth¬ 
ing since dinner the day before, oar 
best possibility for a meal was to over¬ 
take the Indians, surprise them, whip 
them snd capture what dried meat 
they had. 

After leaving the creek the Indians 
began their old tricks In trying to hide 
their trail by devices well known to 
me. but I paid no attention to this, 
knowing what must be their next slop¬ 
ping place, ami I was as familiar with 
that part of the country ns they were. 
Straight on we kept to the Springs, ex¬ 
cept that occasionally we went out of 
the direct line to keep In low places 
between (he sand hills so as not to be 
seen At 0 o’clock that night we halt¬ 
ed four miles from the Springs. Ad¬ 
vising Thomas to allow the men to un¬ 
saddle and unbridle, letting each sec¬ 
ond man hold two horses by their hal¬ 
ters, and so let them feed on the grass, 
changing the men every two hours so 
they could gel some sleep. I dlrgulsed 
myself as an Indian and started off to 
locate the host lira and be back In time 
ao as to attack them at daylight. No 
fires were to be lighted, and all were

who were, like the Irishman's 
Ilea. here, there and at times every¬ 
where. 

Nebraska. Colorado and Kansas were 
nil excited over the depredations of 
these renegades.

Carr decided to tire some stratagem 
to see if we could not get them In a 
tight place. lie consulted with mo. 
and after n day of continual sklnnl-li- 
Ing and a night attack ho ordered n 
retrograde movement, which created 
a good deni of discussion between tin- 
officers and men at the time. Appar¬ 
ently abandoning the pursuit, he ra 
tired ns If going hack to the fort, nud 
In two or three days, as be surmised, 
the Indians were nowhere to be sis 1 . 
having come to the conclusion tint 
we were disheartened nnd that they 
could with impunity take a little re¬ 
pose themselves. This was exactly 
what our wily commander desired, us 
he intended to retrace his stei* ntid 
entch them sleeping. So. being jure 
that there were no Indians In right, 
he packed all the grub possible . n the 
mules, burned the wagons and I 11 - 
pedlmenta and Immediately started to 
make forced marches In tbelr direc¬ 
tion. 

As I had surmised, they were head¬ 
ing for 8ummlt Springs, a few mile-* 
south of the Platte river and nmnn-.' 
the aand hlllB, which formed a beau 
tlful little oasis, as It were, fur a 
camp ground. Striking their trail by 
Judging from their daily campfires, wo 
made In one day the same distance 
that they made In three, but when 
near the Springs, as we saw the trail 
getting fresher, we covered four > f 
their day'B Journeying*, with all their 
Impedimenta and village outfit.

- •Buffalo BUI’ got pretty well around 
the village when be went In on Cap¬ 
tain Price's right. As he advanced he 
aaw a chief on a horse charging about 
nnd haranguing his men. Re and his 
party laid for him. nnd as he came 
nearer 'Buffalo Bill’ shot him off his 
horse nnd got the animal. This waa 
the celebrated race horse Tall Bull, 
which lie (Codyt nxle fot ■ long time 
nnd with It won many exciting races 
When he onme Into camp Mrs. Tall 
Bull said that It was her husband's 
horse, leaving no doubt about the fact 
that ’Buffalo Bill’ had killed the chief 

“On this occasion the Indiana had 
two white captives—Mrs. Alderdtce of 
Missouri, whom they killed during the 
fight, nnd Mrs. Weigel of Kansns. who 
had Is-en shot In the back with a pis¬ 
tol bullet, which broke a rib. but was 
defected and passed around and lodg¬ 
ed below her left breast. Fifteen hun¬ 
dred dollnrs In gold, sliver and green¬ 
backs. which was gathered In the 
camps, was given her. and she went 
back, remarried and ’proved up’ her 
claim. Next morning we dug a grave 
on a hill above the village and buried 
Mrs. Alderdloe, the surgeon reading 
the service. 

“I detailed u board of officers to 
count the dead Indiana, and notwith¬ 
standing that It I* tbelr custom to car¬ 
ry away the wounded and to hide or 
bury the dead we found alxty-elght 
dead bodies on the field.”

The one bullet irent through both Itullane.

I’hll Sheridan. I and the men were rest¬ 
ing at Fort McPherson after a haz¬ 
ard'>u* expedition and a long and suc¬ 
cessful chase. It was a quiet June 
evening, and we were enjoying refresh 
Ing breezes. A detail had left the fort 
to water the government herd of 
horses nnd mules In the nearby Platte 
river when shots were heard. Every 
one was on bis feet In a moment, for 
It was learned that a party of Sioux 
Indian* had dashed from the cotton¬ 
wood trees, shooting, shouting and 
waving blankets, and had stampeded 
a herd of about 400 animals. The In 
dians had killed two of the herders and 
wounded another. Some of the herd 
ran for the corral, where they were 
accustomed to go for the night, but the 
Indian* got away with about 200 Hnd 
startl'd for the Huffs south of the fort. 
All was excitement, but. as was my 
••n*tom. I had my war horse. “Old 
Buckskin Joe," near at band aud was 
mounted In time to make a recon- 
n' l -XtJ'i- and note the direction in 
wld h the Indians had disappeared 
with the government stock. 

General William II. Emory had his 
huplc-r sound the "Imota and saddles." 
anti by the time I returned for In¬ 
structions five troops of cavalry were 
bury saddling up. getting tbelr anna, 
ammunition and some supplies. One 
company I. Fifth Polled States cav¬ 
alry-were the first troops saddled and 
ready for the chase.
